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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments will not be entered as they raise new issues requiring further consideration and/or 
search. In particular, claim 1 now recites that the method isolates a "specific interaction partner" that, when complexed with the compound, 
"elutes at a different elution time with respect to the elution time of the same non-altered compound-interaction partner complex", which 
were not previously limitations of the claims. In addition, claim 1 now requires that the compound comprises "a chemical structure 
determining the specific interaction between said compound and its interaction partner; and a chemically reactive group which reacts with a 
functionality present in the interaction partner". In addition, claim 1 now requires that the complex mixture of molecules contain "100 or 
more different molecules". Furthermore, step (c) of claim 1 now requires altering each fraction. Such newly added limitations would require 
further consideration and/or search. Finally, new claims 13-14 are presented which invoke a number of limitations not previously advanced 
in prosecution. 

MPEP 714.13 states that Applicants cannot, as a matter of right, amend any finally rejected claims, except when an amendment merely 
cancels claims, adopts examiner suggestions, removes issues for appeal, or in some way requires only cursory review by the examiner. 
The newly introduced amendments to the claims were not presented earlier in prosecution and thus, their consideration would require 
further search and consideration beyond cursory review by the examiner.
